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1. The following plan and time schedule for the invasion of Taiwan, prepared 
under the direction of the Chinese Politburo, -was submitted on 1 
November 1951 to a meeting in Nanking called by the East China Military 
Area Command and 3 Field Army Headquarters: 


a, One and one-half million troops will be mobilized for invasions of these 
800,000 will be first-line troops from the 3 Field Army. Second and 
third-Line proops will be taken from the 2 and Field Arnies. 


b. Preparatory work will be completed in two months; initial attacks 
will commence in the first part of January 1952. 


c. Chinmen and the Pescadores will be occupied two months after the initial 
attacks; Taiwan will be occupied within six months of the initial 
attacks on Chirmen. 
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d. It is planned to use six destroyers, 20 gunboats, 1,500 mall stea-
